Rev. Roskam’'s Address 


Rev. J. A. Roskam, who delivered 
the address, spoke as follows: 


A. W. Carveth 
Of G. P. District 


Dies at Victoria 


Born At Port Hope, Ont., Deceased 
Came To The Grande Prairie Dis- 
trict Over The Edson Trail in 1911 
—Helped To Form The Grande 
Prairie Municipality No. 739 And 
Was its First Reeve—Left His 
Mark On This Country Materially 
And Spiritually. 


Arthur William Carveth, aged 77, 
a pioneer of the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict, passed away at his residence 
on Maplewood Road, Victoria, B.C. 
on Wednesday, November 8th. 

On receipt of the distressing news, 
the sons, Gerald and Rupert of the 
East-end, left by plane for Victoria. 

The funeral service was held on 
Saturday afternoon, November 11th 
at the McCall Bros.’ funeral home. 
Rev. Hugh A. McLeod officiated. 

Cremation took place at the Royal 
Oak Crematorium. 

Mr. Carveth is_ survived by his 
widow, one daughter, Rita Mary, at 
home; three sons, Cecil R., Newcastle, 
Ont.; Rupert H. and Gerald V., living 
east of Grande Prairie; also one sis- 
ter, Dr. Annie Higbee, Toronto, Ont. 

The late Mr. Carveth was born at 
Port Hope, November 19, 1861. He 
moved to Liskard, Ont., with his 
parents, where in his early twenties, 
he conducted a store and operated a 
flour mill. 

Here he married Elizabeth Cornish 
Lifton, Devonshire, England, on De- 
cember 4, 1890. Their four children 
were born there. In 1897, he moved 
to Orono, where he purchased the 
Orono Flour Mills. 

In 1911, he made his first trip over 
the Edson Trail to Grande Prairie 
and later helped to form the first 
municipality in the Peace River 
country, of which he was the first 
reeve. This was the Grande Prairie 
Municipality No. 739. ‘ 

Mr. Carveth retired from farming 
activities and left Grande Prairie in 
January, 1930, for Victoria, B.C. 

He was a life-long member of the 
Methodist Church, later joining the 
United Church of Canada. 

He also was a life member of the 
Sons of England Lodge. 

A man of the highest character, 
Mr. Carveth was highly respected by 
his host of friends in this country. In 
his passing the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict lost one who left his stamp on 
the development of the country, ma- 
terially and spiritually.

I want to express my appreciation 
the Legion and the Ministerial 
Association for the privilege of 
speaking at this Armistice service. 

As 1 understand it, there are two 
sucposes for this service. In the 
first place, it is a memorial service 
for the 61,000 Canadian soldiers’ who 
eave their lives in the world war. It 

right and proper that we should 

member them. I believe that it is 
possible to do so without glorifying 
ar. War as such, is a miserable 
business, and there is nothing beau- 
tiful about it. But the great majority 

’ the rmen we are remembering this 
morning went out to face the enemy 
end pessible death, because they felt 
it their duty to do so. They gave 

1eir lives, not for any benefit that 
-roulad come to them, but for the sake 
f their nation and for those that 
should live to reap those benefits. 
They fought because they hated war 
ynd gave their lives in a great quest 
for abiding peace. That their glori- 
ous purpose failed was not their 
fault. I said there is nothing beau- 
tiful about war, but there is some- 
thing beautiful about a_= sacrifice 
made for the sake of others. 

In the second place this service is 
a celebration of the coming of peace 
to the world, 21 years ago today, 
after four years of war that brought 
untold misery and suffering, death 
and destruction. It is natural that 
we should remember November 11, 
1918. But even while we are cele- 
brating the end of one war, we find 
ourselves in another. We can take 
comfort from the fact, however, that 
we are in this war not because we 
want war, but because there was no 
way out. I feel absolutely certain 
that Chamberlain and his govern- 
ment did everything in their power 
to prevent this conflict. 

A cartoon, which recently appear- 
cd in a New York daily newspaper, 
represented Hitler as a cat which had 
just swallowed the canary. The cage 
was lying on the floor and feathers 
were scattered about. The cat was 
holding a placard entitled, “Let Us 
Have Peace.” Having swallowed his 
Polish prey, Hitler now wants a 
period of peace in which to digest it, 
and then he will be ready for more. 
A peace treaty with Hitler wouldn’t 
be worth the paper it was written 
on. I am perfectly safe in making 
the prediction that sooner or later, 
Hitler and his system will go down. 
Why? Because no nation has ever 
persecuted the Jews and prospered. 
That is what the Bible declares and 
it is also the teaching of history. The 
late Arthur Brisbane in his syndicat- 
ed column in the daily papers used 
to call attention to this fact. And 
Mr. Brisbane didn’t look at it from 
the Christian point of view, but he 
simply called attention to the facts 
of history. Every nation that has 
ever persecuted the Jews has gone 
down and the nations that have wel- 
comed them have prospered. Read 
the Book of Esther, and see how it 
works. That story is right up to 
date. 

Since war is such a hateful thing, 
why can we not abolish it? Is it be- 
cause the world has made no effort 
to bring about permanent peace? 
There have been more organizations 
vorking’for peace in the last fifty 
years than at any time in the world’s 
history. Let me call attention to a 
few. The peace palace and confer- 
ence at the Hague in Holland; the 
world war which was to end all war 
and make a future war impossible; 
the League of Nations which was to 
guarantee the peace of the world; 
the Nine-power Pact and the Kellogg 
Peace Pact. A few years ago there 
were 151 pacts among the nations of 
Europe that were supposed to pro- 
mote peace, and yet 20 years after a 
world war we are again at war. 

I would like to build the rest of my 
message around three questions. 

First—With so much effort to pro- 
mote peace, why can’t we be freed 
from the curse of war? Because a 
world in rebellion against its Crea- 
tor cannot bring about world peace. 
We are living today in a world full 
of trouble because we are becoming 
more Godless. The real ills of the 
world are not material or physical, 
but spiritual. 

When Roger Babson, the great 
statistician of New York city, was 
visiting in a South American Repub- 
lic, he was asked by the President of 
that country how he explained the 
prosperity of the U.S.A. as compared 
with his own country. Said he, “my 
country has as many natural resour- 
ces and our soil is as fertile; how do 
you explain the difference?’ Mr. 
Babson said, “how do you explain 
it.’ The President answered, “when 
the founders of your country came 
to its shores, they came so that they 
might worship God according to the 
dictates of their own conscience,

Manager of Airport 
Edmonton, Visitor 
To Grande Prairie 


Believes That This Route 


J. A. Bell 
Will Be The Main Line To The 
Orient On The North American 
Continent, Due To The Shorter 
Distance, And It Being A Land 
Route—Well Pleased With The 
Development Of Local Aijrport, 


Which He Said Is A Natural Fly- 
ing Field. 


J. A. Bell, thanager of the Edmon- 
ton Airport, spent the week-end at 
Grande Prairie, having arrived by 
plane on Friday afternoon. 

Seen by The Herald-Tribune at 
the Donald Hotel, Mr. Bell said that 
unquestionably in the near future, 
this route will be the main line to 
the Orient for the North American 
continent, for the reason that it is 
on the great circle route, and is ap- 
proximately between three and four 
thousand miles shorter than the one 
followed by the China clippers from 
the United States. 

Discussing this route further, Mr. 
Bell said, that another thing in its 
favor is that it is an all land route 
with the exception of sixty miles 
over the Behring Straits, down to 
Shanghai and Hong Kong. 

Mr. Bell went on to say that land 
planes are far more economical in 
operation than ocean going types of 
aircraft, adding, that land types have 
more speed and carry bigger pay 
loads. 

Explaining his specific reason for 
visiting Grande Prairie at this time, 
Mr. Bell said: “I am deeply interest- 
ed in this route, and made the trip 
to see what development has taken 
place at the local airport, which is 
ideally situated, being so close to 
Grande Prairic, It is, I find, a very 
natural airfield, being generally 
level,” 

Continuing, Mr. Bell observed, that 
the future trend for aircraft is for 
multiple engines and larger passen- 
ger capacity. “Your field,” he said, 
“permits of the necessary accommo- 
dation for such machines.” 


Discussing the larger machines 
further, Mr. Bell stated, that it would 
appear that the maximum size of 


land aircraft has been reached, and 
it is therefore now possible to estim- 
ate the future requirements of air- 
ports. 

Mr. Bell, himself an old flyer, con- 
cluded the interview by saying that 
a high building built in line with the 
runways or other close obstruction, 
would interfere with the usefulness 
of the long runways, which are to be 
found on the local airfield. This, he 
said, should be borne in mind in the 
further development of the Grande 
Prairie airfield.

What! carry on as usual!—merely 
as usual in such unusual times! 

Why, the Empire is facing an un- 
precedented crisis; has set herself to 
an unparalleled task; and is treading 
paths that have no precedent. The 
way the world powers are shuffling 
about the wisest man can't forecast 
how intense may be the struggle, or 
what may be the outcome; yet, I 
repeatedly read the advice to carry 
on as usual. 

If you want a new car a new 
set of clothes buy them; in .ay event 
keep the dollars circulating, we are 
counselled. I have even heard peo- 
ple say that in the absence of cash 
you should buy on credit—even 
when you know you never can pay 
—and so keep the wheels of industry 
whirling. 

Somehow, 
the “creeps.”

such advice gives me 

Forty-five years ago 
crisises with self-denial— 
with rising couvage—and 
new responsibilities with added 
hours of attention, well buttressed 
with determination. None thought 
of demurring. To merely carry on 
as usual in such cases would have 
been scouted as sissy. These advices 
and arguments, though pleasing to 
the ear are subtle errors. Did you 
ever see extravagance produce a 
happy ending, or reckless spending 
make enduring prosperity? But how 
often you have seen such conduct 
lead to grief and needless suffering! 

Must we spend freely, when not 
necessary, that others may be em- 
ployed? If so, the wrong keys on 
our economic key-board are being 
struck, ruining the melodious sym- 
phony that could have been. 

This is not to condone hoarding. 
The Empire needs, not only legiti- 
mate effort of all people, but it also 
needs capital, cnd that without inte- 
rest. Such capital requires no food 
or clothing or any other upkeep ex- 
penses. There is no sane reason, as 
I see it, why capital should demand 
anything but its safe return. Even 
the 2% upon which the Federal loan 
Was made is a 2% extortion, I say, 
in a crisis like this. 

If men can give their time, 
and thousands of them their 
lives, it is no great act of pa- 
triotism for capital to freely 
give its services. Nay! it is 
plainly its duty. 

The laying aside of political dif- 
ferences and acting like one man as 
I think Canada is doing—to appoint 
men to responsible places, not be- 


cause of party affiliation, but be- 
cause of their qualifications, calls for 
high praise. But let the spirit of 
patriotism be all pervading; let us 
deal rationally with the exchange- 
medium; let the commerce of the 
nation flow freely without adding 


shilling by shilling to the crushing 
weight that our babies must bear,— 
a weight occassioned by a group of 
traitors, (shall we call them?) who 
in a time like this persist in their 
demands. Without giving personal 
service, or the products of personal 
labor, they obstinately stick to their 
demands—insist on getting some- 
thing for nothing. This ought not to 
be. While men offer their services 
freely (only sustainance do they re- 
ceive), let wealth and ledger marks 
also give their services without 
charge. If this is not voluntarily 
done, I submit that it is the nation’s 
duty to see that it is done—to see 
that no one profits by the warm 
flowing blood of his brothers. 

Not as usual, I say, must we carry 
on, but as unusual... The unusual 
attitude toward taxes with many is 
indifferent. But I already know of 
one man who is acting unusual in 
this respect; he is putting aside one 
fifth to one tenth of all cash he re- 
ceives into a sealed slotted box for 
taxes. This he'll do till they are 
paid, he says. 

Another case is that of a home 
which, for every sum spent for to- 
bacco, twice that amount is put away 
—ncot to hoard—but to be more wor- 
thily spent—a treat we may call it, 
to commendable objects. 

Well should we consider too, the 
cost of vanity; the nickles, dimes and 
quarters, aggregating tens of thous- 
ands foolishly wasted by deluded 
people who imagine they can do a

than nature does, and fail to discern 


how ridiculous they are. 
Wholesome natural foods and 
drinks that cost less — exercise in

OBJECTS OF THE SWORD 


Those who are inclined to sym- 
pathise with Hitler’s aspirations 
might be reminded of the writings of 
Professor Banse, who was appointed 
to the first chair in Military Science 
created by the Nazi government, and 
to whose zeal the creation of the post 
was largely due. Professor Banse 
was the creator of a German society 
for military policy and military sci- 
ence, the object of which was the 
formation of a military spirit in the 
young. Prof. Banse has _ written 
many books on military subjects, one 
of which “Raum Und Volk Im Weit- 
kriege’’ was published in English 
under the title “Germany Prepares 
For War.” This book, with its rather 
bold statements of German aggres- 
sive policy, caused some commotion 
when published in Britain in 1934, 
with the result that the Nazi govern- 
ment officially disowned the profes- 
sor, though it continued to employ 
him. The Professor’s watchword is 
“Let the sword have the place of 
honor!” and he explains in his books 
just what he intends to do with it. 
His intentions towards Britain are 
made clear. 

“Very important,” he says, “is the 
judgment of British popular charac- 
ter for the case of an enemy invasion. 
The people would certainly to a man 
rush to arms and allow themselves 
to be mown down in heroic despair 
before yielding step by step. But it 
is another matter whether the people 
could endure the test of hunger. 
Bodily comforts through some cen- 
turies have spoiled them We 
confess it is an attractive prospect for 
us to imagine and sketch out the 
downfall at some future time of this 
proud and secure people who will 
obey foreign lords in a land which 


and neglect the power to. think. 
Knowledge ought to be a means of 
living the good life and not an end 
in itself. The school has no more 
important mission than that of bring- 
ing children together, of promoting 
friendship. The family is the sup- 
porter of individual efforts: to the 
school belongs the task of teaching 
social solidarity. If we wish to base 
civilization upon mutual aid, we 
must begin in the classroom by 
creating there the habit of co-opera- 
tion and the belief in its value with- 
out which our natural selfishness 
cannot be schooled. Modern meth-

it is to introduce group work into 
nearly all subjects without making | 
the weaker scholars dependent upon | 
stronger ones. 

And now what of the teacher? The 
ideal teacher should have three cen- 
tral virtues. He should have some 
of the wisdoin that enables one to 
see deep down in the essentials of | 
life; he should have the kind of sym- 
pathy that will lead him to under- 
stand the needs of growing individ- | 
uals; he should have a_ sense of 
humor, of proportion, the ability not 
to be upset over trifles, or even over

year 1066.”

tain are accompanied of course by 
equally aggressive plans for the sub- 
jugation of other nations. Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Belgium. 
Switzerland, the Balkans and Italy, 
are all to be part of the Third Reich. 
France is to be utterly destroyed. all 
its men killed, and its women cross- 
ed with negroes in order to provide 
Germany with a neighboring slave 
and even the future con- 
quest of America is not beyond the 
man's thoughts. 

The Professor's ideas might be 
deemed the ravings of an irrespon- 
sible fanatic were it not for the posi- 
tions he has held, and for the fact 
that other military authorities, such 
as Adolf Hitler, have expressed them

There is the further thought 
that for some years past these ideas 
have been so firmly implanted into 
the minds of young Germans that it 
will take more than a few parnph- 
lets to dislodge them. 


THE HONORABLE LIAR

I 
take my stand with the Apostle Paul 
this morning and say to you, I be- 
lieve God, that it shall be even as it 
has been declared.” That will be a 
great day when the nations will have 
no more use for implements of war; 
when the money now used for de- 
structive purposes will be used for 
the benefit of mankind. 

My third question follows natur- 
ally, “If there is to come a day of 
universal peace, how and by whom 
is it to be brought about? 

Few people would say today that 
Fascism will bring in world peace. 
Not after what happened in Etheopia 
and Spain. And _ still fewer, that 
Hitler and Naziism will do so. Nor 
is their any hope in Communism. We 
need only consider what Russia did 
to Poland and her weaker neighbors 
as soon as she had an opportunity. 
I cannot believe for one moment that 
a systern that is officially atheistic 
will ever bring about world peace. 
Before the war started the represen- 
tative of Communism and the Ger- 
man Bund were telling the people in 
the United States that they would 
have to take their choice. To refuse 
Communism was to side with Nazi- 
ism, and to fail to join the German- 
American Bund would automatically 
put them on the side of Communism. 
Then without warning, Stalin and 
Hitler came together, and the Com- 
munist and Bund members have 
been busy explaining ever since. It 
will take a lot of explaining. They 
may yet discover what others have 
known for a long time that both 
these systems are tarred with the 
same _ stick.

Experts tell us that owing to iron 
deficiency, confined suckling pigs, 
especially spring litters, often deve- 
lop anemia, characterized by pale- 
ness, flabbiness, listlessness and lab- 
oured breathing or “thumping.” Iron 
to prevent this trouble cannot be 
supplied through the sow’s milk, but 
the youngsters may be fortified 
against it by feeding iron to the sow 
before she farrows, or the iron may 
be administered directly to the nurs- 
ing pigs. For the sows during win- 
ter and for the youngsters later on, 
sods may be stored in autumn. To 
make sure they carry enough iron 
the sods at storage may be sprinkled 
with a solution made by dissolving 
a pound of iron sulphate in a quart 
warm water.

Well-sodded runways are efficient 
for carrying run-offs. Grass sod can 
handle more water safely and at 
higher speeds than can woody plants 
says J. S. Farmers’ Bulletin No. 
1813 on “Prevention and Control of 
Gullies.” A sodded runway can be 
crossed with farm machinery and 
will produce good hay yields in some 
sections. Another advantage, not 
mentioned by the bulletin, is that a 
grass cover is less likely than a brush 
cover to be destroyed by fire. | 
Though it may be burned over, the 
grass roots are likely to remain to 
send up another quick growth. The 
bulletin cautions, however, that good 
grass growth demands a well pre- 
pared seedbed and reasonably fertile | 
soil.

If so, 
how much and when? 

Some skim milk will be available 
throughout the summer, 

(Mrs.) A.S.S., Windsor Creek, Alta. 

Ans.: To bring a pig from weaning 
stage to market weight without skim 
milk requires approximately 700 to 
750 pounds of mixed grain when a 
protein supplement such as tankage 
is fed. The tankage required per 
pig runs between 40 and 50 pounds 
if no skim milk is used. With plenty 
of milk a pig might be raised on 5 or 
6 hundredweight of grain or perhaps 
even less. If no milk or other pro- 
tein supplement is fed much more 
grain will be required. 

With straight oats instead of mixed 
grain as the meal ration, but with 
tankage as above, a hog will likely 
consume between 800 and _ 850 
pounds of chop, will take longer to 
finish and will probably not grade 
nearly so well. 

For the past number of years. we 
have found the following ration best 
suited of five under trial for grow- 
ing and fattening hogs for market: 

Weaning to 80 pounds, oat chop 2 


paris, wheat or barley chop, 1 part.

130 to finish, oat chop 1 
wheat or barley chop 2 parts. 
To make up for the lack of skim 
milk, which should be fed at the rate 
of 3 pounds of meal, if available, we 
add tankage at the following rates: 


Weaning to 80 pounds, 10% of the | 


meal ration; 80 pounds to 130 pounds, 
7%; 130 pounds to finish, 5%. The 
proportion of tankage may be cur- 
tailed and it may be dispensed with 
altogether in the finishing stage. 

We have found it advisable to add 
salt and lime to the feed ration. Salt 
may be added at from half per cent 
up to 1%%. More than that is not 
required and would be wasted. Too 
much is fatal. Do not mix salt with 
slop soaked in advance of feeding. 
It may kill the pigs. Lime can be 
added from half to one per cent of 
the ration. We find it more satis- 


factory to use a prepared form of | 


ground limestone than air-slaked 
lime. 
When hand-feeding experiment- 


ally we feed dry, pouring water on 
the chop at the time it is put into the 
trough. If one is feeding a fair num- 
ber of hogs he will find it more con- 
venient to use a self-feeder. 

If the pigs are in a dry lot it would 
be well to throw then: some succu- 
lent green feed during the summer 
months to make up for the lack of 
pasture. R. F. Gibson 


Fattening Poulry 
For the Market 


(Experimental Farms News) 

All poultry intended for market 
should be fattened before sale for 
two compelling reasons, namely, that 
the gain in weight in fattening is the 
cheapest gain, in terms of food con- 
sumption of any gain made during 
the whole rearing period and that 
the market will pay 1% to 2 cents 
more per pound for each increase in 
grade brought about by the fattening 
process. 

Only vigorous, healthy stock should 
be fattened as unthrifty stock will 
not only fail to fatten but will pro- 
bably lose weight under the confine- 
ment which is essential to obtain 


|good fattening results, states H. S. 
| Gutteridge, Poultry Division, Central 


Experimental Farm, Ottawa. Two 
methods of finishing are commonly 
used,. namely, crate and pen fatten- 
ing. Well managed crate fattening 
gives the greatest gain and fat in- 
crease in the shortest time on the 
lowest feed consumption and pro- 
duces a dressed bird of desirable soft 
Pen fattening requires less 
skill in management and no addi- 
tional crate equipment but compares 


| disadvantageously with crate fatten- 


ing in the particulars mentioned be- 
fore. 

In crate fattening the birds are 
confined to crates, set up in a room 
of moderate temperature, for a pe- 
riod of two or three weeks prior to 
killing. They are starved for 24 
hours and then given epsom salts at 
the rate of one pound per one hund- 
red birds in their first feed. No hard 
grain is given and all feed is fed

their feed being marketed immedi- 
ately before they lose weight. The 


length of time of feeding will depend 
therefore upon the appetites of the 


birds. All should be starved for 18 
hours before killing. 
In pen fattening the birds are 


handled as for crate fattening except | 


that to 


be 


they are confined a pen of 
area and may fed three 
times a day and for a longer period. 

Experiments have indicated that of 
the most commonly available grains, 
corn, buckwheat and wheat give the 
Oats and barley are 
satisfactory but largely on account 
of the amount of hull, they are infe- 
rior to those mentioned. If corn is 
used white corn is preferable as it 
produces whiter fat than the yellow 
grain thus making possible birds of 


the “milk fed” class. The grains 
mentioned may be fed alone or in 
combination all being ground, the 


coarsest hulls, if present, being sifted 


out. If 5 or 8 per cent of melted 
mutton or beef fat is thoroughly and 
quickly mixed while hot with the 
ground grains the fattening quality 


of the feed is increased. Skim-mills, 
buttermilk, or whey if the former are 
not available, should be used as the 
mixer. 

More detailed instructions as to 
fattening can be obtained from the 
Publicity and Extension Division, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
Ottawa.
